ONE  OF  THE  BEST  REMEMBERED  EVENTS  of 
those  who  attended  the  old  Carbondale  High  School 
was  the  day  the  school  burned  in  1916.  A  new  building 
was  already  under  construction  prior  to  the  fire.  It 
was  an  “L”  shaped  building  which  partly  surrounded 


the  former  structure.  Students  moved  into  the  new 
building  (partially  visible  in  lower  left  corner)  in  1917. 
The  name  of  the  school  was  later  changed  from 
Carbondale  High  School  to  Benjamin  Franklin  High 
School.
